SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Rich Cream is comprised of photographs and text that depict 
sexual activity in an explicit manner. The magazine depicts the genitalia of the male 
and female participants in close focus in a manner that significantly degrades and 
dehumanises the male and female participants. For example the female is consistently 
portrayed by close-up photographs of her splayed labia throughout the 32 page 
magazine. One photograph depicts a close-up of the female's gaping vagina and 
anus. The male is consistently portrayed throughout the magazine by depictions of his 
lower torso. Due to the extent and degree to which this magazine presents depictions 
of a male and a female engaged in sexual activity in a manner that is significantly 
degrading and dehumanising, the Classification Office finds that the availability of this 
magazine is likely to be injurious to the public good. This has been weighed against a 
consideration of the rights contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill Of Rights Act 1990 
and it is considered that to restrict the availability of this magazine is a reasonable limit 
on those rights. Therefore this magazine is classified as :
